hv the Government of India Commission, RB'I and 
the Exchange or the Clearing House, 

RBI permission & RepairiaFon 

15. The permission granted by the RBI under FERA 
shall enable the Foreign participants to avail of any or all 
of the following facilities; fur may be specified by RBI in 
individual cases : 

fa) open foreign currency denominated account!s) in 
a designated bank. There can even be more than 
one account ; n the same bank branch each de¬ 
signated in different foreign currencies if it is so 
required by foreign participants for their opera¬ 
tion purpose; 

(b) open a non-ves'dent rupee account to which all 
transaction* relating to operations on pepper futures 
exchange and the Clearing House should be put 
through; 


12. If the participants desire lo tenew registration, an 
application for renewal shall be made in 'form "A” along 
with name amount of fees as may be prescribed for initiJ 
rog : stra.tion at the time of makini nn application for renewal 
of registration. The upp'ioation for legik ration shall be 
made at least 3 months before the lcgnlralion is due to 
expire. While examining the appl'calion for renewal, the 
Commission will consider relevant factors, the mosL 
Important of which shall be the past perfnrmance of the 
applicant during the period of registration including any 
disciplinary or puni'ive actions taken. The applica"ons for 
renewal shall be decided by the Commission and RBI within 
one month, 


APPEAL AGAINST THE ORDER OF COMMISSION 


13. If in titty case an application for registration is 
rejected by Commission or the registration has been can- 
called by Commission the applicant may file an appeal with 
the Ministry of Civil Supplies, Consumer Affair:-, and Public 
Distribution, New Delhi, staling the reasons and the grounds 
of appeal. The appeal may be filed so as to reach the 
Ministry of Civil Supplies within 60 days from , the date 
of order communioa'ing the reject on of the application foi 
registration or cancellation of registration. The armed 
(rhivu’d be accompan'ed by a copy of the appl ca Ion ,filed 
with Commission for regis ration along w t.h any additional 
information/documents that may have bem filed , and a 
copy of the order rejecting the application for registration. 
An appeal against order of rejection not accompanied by 
requis'te documents is likely to he summarily rejec ej. In 
respect of appeals a?a : ns‘ cancellation of regionation, a copy 
of the order communicating cancellation of rcgi'lrn'ion mould 
also be enclosed with the appeal. 


14. The grant or renewal of registration to the Indian 
and foreign participants shall be subject to the conditions 
that : 


(a) it shall abide bv the conditions of registration and 
the conditions of pen mission granted by the RB I 
under FERA; and 


lb) if any information or particulars previously submit¬ 
ted to the Comm'ssion are found to be ™se or 
misleading in any mN.cri.il resp-’C. if shall torth- 
with inform the Co re mi won in writing, ana 


(c) if there is any mat coal change ir I he information 
previously funvshed bv it to the Commiss ion wh ch 
has a bearing on regislrahon granted by the Com¬ 


(c) transfer principal amount from ihe foreign currency 
accounts to the rupee account and vice-versa at the 
market rates of exchange; 

(d) transfer repatriable (af or tax) proceed from profits/ 
surp'us, income, etc., arising out of the operations 
on International Pepper Futures Exchange and the 
clearing hou-c from the rupee account to the 
foreign currency account(s); 

(c) repatriate from the foreign currency accounts) 
periodically subiect to the minimum amount being 
maintained in accordance wi'h the capital adequacy 
norms of the Exchange and the clearing house; 
etc. 

Quantum of funds 

16. There would he no restrictions on the volume of 
maximum amount of funds for r he purpose of entry of 
foreivn participant in the international pepper futures 
exchange and/or the clearing house, Foreign participant 
would however have to bring in and maintain minimum 
qnan'um of funds as stipulated in Bye-laws of the Exchange 
and the Clearing House 

Tax on profit*, surplus, income etc, 

17. As per the existing pollcv (subiect to revision) for 
foreign participants, investment income in the case of divi¬ 
dend and in'erest is *axed at 20 per cent of the gross 
amount. Sneculation/hedc'ng is trea'ed as a. business and 
taxed oecordinelv However, losses if anv. in respect of a 
I'.pecsi'r.t'on business shall not be ret off except against 
profits and ga : ns if anv from ano’her speculation and ml 
from othe-- buxine's profits For repatriation of mofi's 
surp’us Income e'e of branch office of a foreign jwrlic'ptiu*. 
special permii'sion of the RBI is necessary. 

FuinNh'ne of in'formnrion, supei-vision etc. 

18. Every participant shall as and when reonTc- 1 |ht 
Cotmmirsion or the RBI or the Exchange or the Clearing 
House, 'ubm.it any information, record or devilment' in -e- 
lat’on to :, s ac‘ivi‘ ! es as a participant. The Commission, the 
RBI the Ex oh' n °r and the c'eviim house oh'l have the 
power of inspection and supervision over the affair* of the 
participant! a).
